And jy.hereas certain Claims , made for Compenfation under the 
find Adts, to the Number of about one hundred and forty, ftill 
remain undetermined by the Commiffioners appointed under the 
faid A 6 ts refpedively, in confequence of the tefpedrive Claimants 
having negleded to come before the laid Commiffioners to prove 
the Truth of their refpe 6 tive Cafes, although they have been 
lepeatedly required fo to do, as well by Advertifements in the 
..public Papers as by Notices diffiributed and polled in the ufual 
Manner throughout Ireland: 

And whereas . the Commiffioners appointed under the faid A 6 ts, % 
have no Power under the laid A 6 ts either to rejedt any Claim 
which has been regularly lodged with them, merely on account 
...of the fubfequent Negledt of the Claimant in the Proof thereof, or 
to clofe or terminate their Commiffion while any Claim that has 
been duly lodged with them lhall remain unheard or undetermined ; 
by which Means a.- conficlerable : Expenc.e may he unneceffarily .con- 
tinued, to the Public ; 

Ai5e It tfiercfote Tiiacceb by the K I N G’s Moll Excellent 
Majesty,' by and with the Advice and Confent of the JLords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parlia- 
ment affembled, and by the Authority of the lame. That it lhall 
■ and may be lawful for the Commiffioners under the faid recited 
Adts, or any Three or more of them, and they -are .hereby required, 
immediately after or as foon thereafter 

. as conveniently .may be, by Advertilement to be 
times published in of the Dublin Newspapers, 

and alfo,.if they think the fame neceffary, by Notices to be pub- 
lilhed and diffiributed in like manner as Notices have by the laid 
Commiffioners heretofore been publilhed and diffiributed, to fix 
and appoint. a certain Period to be mentioned in fuch Advertife- 
ments and ..Notices, fuch Period not being lels than 
- from the Day of the third Infertion of the faid Advertifements, 
within which Period all Perfons claiming any Benefit, Compenfa- 
tion, or, Reward, under th.e faid recited A 6 ts or any of them, lhall 
be required and allowed 'by the faid Commiffioners to come before 
the faid Commiffioners, and to prove their refpe drive Claims ; 
and that from and after the Expiration of the faid Period, .no fuch 
Claim or Proof Ihalk be admitted or received, but all Claims then 
-pending and undetermined lhall be barred and foreclofed for ever. 3 

.And be it further .Enadted, That all and every Right or Rights, 
'Claim or Claims whatfoever, of or for any Benefit, Compenfation, 
or Reward, under the faid Adts or any of them, which lhall not 
have, been heard and finally determined by the laid Commiffioners 
before the _ , 

(hall be and the fame is and are hereby barred 
and foreclofed for ever ; and that on the faid 

it. lhall and 
may 
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rfnay be lawful for - the faid Commiflioners under the faid recited 
Afts, or any Three of. them, to rejeft all and every Claim and 
Claims not before that Time heard and finally determined ; and to 
. declare that all fuch Claims are barred and forecloled for ever, and 
; to clofe and terminate.. their Commiffion accordingly. 

And be it -further :Ena&ed, That from and after, the faid 

Powers and Authorities given to the faid Commiflioners under and 
: by virtue of the faid recited Ads or any of them, or under or by 
virtue of any Commiffion iffued by Authority of the faid recited 
Adis or any of, them, and all Benefits and Advantages whatever 
to fuch Commiflioners, fliall ceafe and determine, and all fuch Com- 
miflions -Khali become abfolutely void and of no effedl ; any thing 
contained in the faid recited Acts or any of them, or in any fuch 
Corn in iflion, to the contrary, thereof in any wile not-withffanding.
